of Angora gonts in the United States. 
This Lnir, though going into several 
other fabrics, is principally employed 
in the manufacture of plushes, for 
covering the, scats of railroad cars— 
an industry just now attempted in 
this country. 
The, proprietor of t'ao 


raill above referred to admitted the 
superiority of the American mohair, 
and emphasized his conclusions by 
comparing samples of foreign and 
domestic product. 
With a fair mar- 


ket for their fleece*—as reliable as 
that of wool—within ready leach. 
there seems no reason why tho cul- 
ture of Angora goats should not take 
its place beside that of tho hitherto 
more popular and profitable farm 
animals.

For years experi- 
ments have been made with a view of 
manufacturing sugar from cane grown in 
this climate, but it has been a failure un- 
til now. The productiveness of our soil 
and the ease with which it can be culti- 
vated, will no doubt effect a revolution in 
the sugar trade.
